November 6, 2006. Claims 14-16, 29 and 35 have been canceled. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 6-8, 
10, 12, 17, 20-24, 26-28 and 30 are currently pending in this case. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The closest prior art of record shows: 

(1 ) Pare et al (US 5,870,723) disclose a tokenless biometric transaction 
authorization method and system. 

(2) Katseff et al (US 6,075,796) disclose methods and apparatus for providing 
improved quality of packet transmission in applications such as internet telephony. 

(3) Reber et al (US 5,930,767) disclose transaction methods systems and 
devices. 

(4) Kolling et al (US 5,920,847) disclose an electronic bill pay system. 

(5) Wallner (US 5,696,909) discloses a virtual POS terminal. 

(6) Sarradin (US 5,387,784) discloses portable payment terminals and 
network for such terminals. 

3. Applicant's set of claims consists of claims 1-2, 4, 6-8, 10,12, 17, 20-24, 26-28 
and 30. 

4. Independent claim 1 discloses a method of transaction processing. Nothing in 
the closest prior art (Pare et al (US 5,870,723) and Katseff et al (US 6,075,796)) alone, 
or in combination, discloses or suggests two (2) modes of operation, where the first 
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server is delayed in the first mode and the first server is not delayed in the second 
mode. Additionally, there is no motivation to obtain such a combination. Thus, 
independent claim 1 and its dependent claims 2, 4, 6-8, 10, 12, and 27-28 are deemed 
allowable. 

5. Independent claim 17 discloses a transaction processing network. Nothing in the 
closest prior art (Pare et al (US 5,870,723) and Katseff et al (US 6,075,796)) alone, or in 
combination, discloses or suggests two (2) modes of operation, where the first server is 
delayed in the first mode and the first server is not delayed in the second mode. 
Additionally, there is no motivation to obtain such a combination. Thus, independent 
claim 17 and its dependent claims 20-24 and 26 are deemed allowable. 

6. Independent claim 30 discloses a system for tracking transactions. Nothing in the 
closest prior art (Pare et al (US 5,870,723) and Katseff et al (US 6,075,796)) alone, or in 
combination, discloses or suggests two (2) modes of operation, where the first server is 
delayed in the first mode and the first server is not delayed in the second mode. 
Additionally, there is no motivation to obtain such a combination. Thus, independent 
claim 30 is deemed allowable.
